tuin puj'poao throo hcna aud three ducky 
were yoleuted, nutl all hatched in Fobruary 
aud uourished with Buitablo food. 
Iu tbo 


following Autumn tlio ducks laid two him- 
dred ami ttvouty live eggs, while tlio heus 
laid none. In tho next February iho Inyiug 
sensou bcgnu ngain with 
iho ducks, aud 


continued, umntorruptedly until 
August. 


They tihowed 110 iucliuatiou to aet, but ba- 
camo very thiu, although they were fntleued. 
up somewhat. Tho total number of eggs 
laid by tho bens amounted to -.")8, or i'G 
each, aud 393, or 131 each, for tho ducks. 
Although tho eggs of tho ducks were rather 
smaller than thoKS of the heua, yet they 
proved to bo decidedly buperior iu nutritive 
materials, so that tbo superiority in pro- 
ductiveness appears fo bo decidedly with 
tho ducks. 


BWIVKL PLOWS. 


In plowing Ibis year, especially for seed- 


ing down to grass, I hope- you will try a 
swivel plow. Get a good oue (there is more 
than oue good pattern, aud i don't know 
what will bo best for hand), uso a long yoke 
for your oxeu, or a long evcuor for your 
horses, that they may trnvc-l a little farther 
apart than usual, and when you have learut 
to hold it steady (they nre lively in stony 
ground, aud you cannot go to sleep in hold- 
ing it if tho plowing is rough, but if you 
aro quick 
in turning it you 
can go 


around n rock as closo as tho harbor would 
round your chin). I will warrant you to like 
the work' of it, and still bettor to like to rid 
of dead furrows and ridges iu the mowing. I 
have held many plows,but none I could hold 
with less labor, or that tho team could draw 
with less labor, than a good swivel plow. 
If I could have but ono plow, it should be a 
swivel plow, if my laud vraa as level as the 
prairie.— [ Correspondence of tho

They were then fed two week:?, consuming 
seveuly-ouo and ouc-qunrlcr bushels, and 
gained nine hundred mud forty-five pounds. 
Tho sixth week they wcro fed twenty-nine 
and one-quarter bushels and gained three 
hundred and ninety, two pound;?. Their ave- 
rage gain \vn(5 fourteen pounds to the bushtil 
of ill eat, or 
four po.iiuls of moid io tbo 


pound of pork. They were then sold for 
six dollars and tbirty-tivo cents per hundred, 
which paid mo eighty-nine- nnd niuo-tenths 
cents per bushel for my corn. The uiiovcn- 
iiess of their gain was owiug to the cold 
weather part of the time. My experience 
is that ground corn will mnko one-fourth 
more pork to tlie^ bushel when fed in a close 
floored pan, than when fed iu tho whole 
fitflte. This experiment was tho result of 
careful feeding and watering llireo times a 
day iu n good, tight, warm pen.

Charles W. Underwood, member of tho 
common council from tho fourth ward, died 
at his home at half past tbroo o'clock yester- 
day afternoon after n short illness.

The British, suiftewbat Kcallered iu small 


groups on tho bridge aud ou tho west bank 
of the river, noticing the advauce of tho 
Americans, immediately formed aud crossed 
lo Ihe oast bank, taking up some of tho 
planks as they passed over. Tho soldiers 
under Captain Lawrio, who had previously 
retired lo Iho hill,moved forward aud joined 
their companions on the bank of Iho river. 
The attempt of tho British lo dismantle tho 
bridge attracted the alleuliou of Major But- 
trick as the Americans were advancing, 
"two and two, aud turning the corner of 
the cross-road." Ho roniouslratod against 
tho act in a loud and emphatic lono, and 
ordered bis men to march iu a .quickstep. 
Thereupon Iho enemy desisted from tho de- 
slruclion. They becamo alarmed nt the 
menacing movements of tho Americans; and 
it may havo occurred lo them at the time 
lhat whalever obstructions wero placed in 
the way of the Americans would iaopard (he 
sa fety of Captain Parson's detachment. 


It was.accordiug lo Captain David Brown, 


"between niuo and leu of Iho clock in Iho 
forenoou." The British fired two or three 
guns in quick succession. These wero pre- 
concerted signal guns for tho distant de- 
tachments of Iho enemy lo reluru al once. 
When Ihe Americans arrived within leu or

Brown's company, "instantly jumped from 
tho ground, aud parlly turning to his men. 
impetuously exclaimed, "Fire, fcllow-nol- 
diers! for God's sake fire!" discharging his 
own guu at tho same moment. 
Captain 


Brown, who never before nor after used a 
profane word, exclaimed, "God d'--u them, 
they ori firing bally! Fire, men, fire!" drew 
up his own musket, deliberately aimed and 
fired. Ono of the dead Brilisb soldiers, 
buried 
under 
tho 
old monument, wns 


believed to havo been (ho result of that shot. 
Major Bultrick's order ran along tho lino of 
mililia and miuuto-mcn, Ibo word "Fire!" 
"Fire!" camo from a hundred lips, and a 
general discharge instantly followed from 
tho Americans. They fired as they stood, 
and over each other's heads. The fusillade 
continued for a few moments only,when Iho 
British broke nud fled iu great alarm aud 
confusion.
